Wedneiday, date of Jan. 24th, W. C 


Burley writes us tbe following account of 
a Suckers' trip down in Arkansas : We 
left Oakley on January 4th for Newport, 
Arkansas. Newport is 365 miles toulb of 
St. Louis, on Ihe Iron Mountain railway, 
and on the White river. We hired teams 
and traveled 25 miles east over one of the 
most miserable roads that a man ever had 
Ibe misfortune lo strike. The country is 
very flat and wet; nbout every 200 yards 
one drives in what they call & splash or 
slough; the settlements arc very scatter- 
ing; you can drive for miles without seeing 
a Cfthin or living being.

We slatted out on the following morning 
wilh blood in our eyes, and determined to 
do something despemtc.
